File No. 2j54j82-EI. —This Scheme relates to the 
exports of certain ready-made garments and knitwear 
items to USA, EEC Member States (Federal Republic 
of Germany, Fianc?, Italy, Benelux, United King¬ 
dom, /Irish Republic, Denmark and Greece), Austria, 
Sweden, Canada and Finland for th-e period 1st Janu¬ 
ary, 1983 to 31st December, 1983. 

2. The policy indicated in this Public Notice is 
subject to amendments!amplifications based on the 
prov'sions of the relevant Bilateral Textile Agree¬ 
ments between India and the concerned importing 
countries. Such agreements are currently under nego¬ 
tiation (finalisation. Certain other features of this 
Policy viz., Agency for Administration of the Policv, 
Reservation of quantities into various segments (PLl 
MMiHLlKT) under different systems, terms and con- 
mtions of allotment, appeal provisions, pre-shipment 
formalities and custom clearance, etc. will be announ¬ 
ced in due course. 


3. Systems and Quantum of Allotment 

(i) Quantities for export will be allotted accords 
ing to the following Systems at rates indicat¬ 
ed against each of them:

(a) Past Performance 50 

(b) FQFS Small Orders 35 

(c) Manufacturer [Exporters 10 

(d) Central | State Corporation 5 


(ii) The Government reserves the right to use 
flexibilities provided in the bilateral agree¬ 
ments as considered appropriate, 

4. Division of the Allotment Year and Apportion¬ 
ment of Quantities among periods 

(i) In the case of Past Performance and Ma'nu- 

facturer[Exporters Systems, the full calend¬ 
ar year will be considered as one period for 
the purpose of allotment of quantities for 
export. Tn the case of Central [State Cor¬ 
porations and FCFS Small Orders Systems, 
the year will be divided into three four 
monthly periods, namely, Jianuary-April, 
May-August and September-December, in 
the case of woven items and into two periods, 
namely January-August and September—De¬ 
cember for knitted items. In these two 
systems, quantities for woven items will be 
distributed among the three periods in the 
ratio of 50 : 35 : 15 whereas the quantities 
for knitted items will be distributed between 
the two periods in the ratio of 85 : 15. 

(ii) The above percentage may be rc-adjusted. 

from time to time by Government depend¬ 
ing upon trends in the overseas markets. 

5. Past Performance System 

Agency for Calculation of Past Performance Entitle¬ 
ment.—(i) The Agency for calculation of the entitle¬ 
ment of quantities under Past Performance System in 
respect of each exporter will be the Apparels Export 
Promotion Council (AEPC), New Delhi. Textile 
Commissioner will lay down procedures in this re¬ 
gard and supervise the work of the AEPC. 

Eligibility for Past Performance Entitlement.—(ii) 
An exporter will only be eligible for allotment of 
quantities under the Past Performance System for 
1983 if he has export performance in the relevant 
country[category during 1981 or January-June, 1982. 

Base period.—(ii) The Past Performance entitle¬ 
ment will be determined for each country|category 
combination prorata oh the basis of average annual 
exports during the base period of 1980 and 1981 and 
January-June, 1982. The prorata allotment of Past 
Performance entitlement will lv subject to a maximum 
ceiling equivalent to the average annual export perfor¬ 
mance of the exporter during the base period in the 
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relevant countrylcategory. In the case of any subse¬ 
quent change in the entitlement of any individual ex¬ 
porter the entire exercise of prorata quantity need 
not be re-opened but suitable adjustments will be 
made in the entitlement of the exporters concerned. 

Transferability of Past Performance Entitlement.— 

(iv) Past Performance Entitlement will be transferable 
either in full or in part to another registered exporter 
of garments at my time during the year subject to the 
following terms and conditions :— 

(a) Shipments against such transferred entitle¬ 
ment will be counted as the exports of the 
transferee. 

(b) The transferred entitlement in the hands of 

the transferee will be subject to the same 
terms and conditions as those applicable to 
the transferor. 

(c) An exporter who has transferred his entitle¬ 

ment in a particular country|catcgory to 
another exporter either full or in part, will 
not be eligible for seeking a transfer of Past 
Performance entitlement from any other ex¬ 
porter to himself in the same countrylcate¬ 
gory. 

(d) An exporter who has obtained entitlement 

by transfer from any other exporter in a 
particular countrylcategory, either full or in 
part, will not be eligible to transfer any en¬ 
titlement to another exporter in the same 
country, category. 

6. First-come, first-served Small Order System 

Under this system, quantities will be allotted on 
First-comc, First-serVcd basis against applications 
supported by firm contracts and letters of Credit. 
Letter of Credit should be valid, op-tative and irre¬ 
vocable. Allotment of quantities shall be made only 
for small orders, Small Orders arc those which ore 
within the quantitative limits fixed by the Textile 
Commissioner for different countrylcategory. Such 
quantitative limits will be announced, in due course. 
The allotment under this system will be subject to the 
following conditions . 

(i) The exporter should be registered with the 

AEPC o'n or before 1st .Tuly, 1982. 

(ii) Only one application will be admissible from 

one exporter for one countrylcategory on 
one day; 

(iii) Allotment under this system will be valid for 

a period of 30 days, subject to the condition 
that validity of all allotments shall expire 
after 10 days of the concerned quota period. 
In the last period the allotment will be valid 
only upto December 31, 1983, 

(iv) Allotment will be granted on FCFS basis and. 

on a day, when available quantities are 
over-subscribed, th.j eligibility will be de¬ 
cided on the basis of higher unit price reali¬ 
sation. 


(v) An exporter with Past Performance entitle¬ 

ment will be eligible tor applying under this 
system after exporting at least 50 per cent 
of his Past Performance entitlement for the 
relevant country]category as worked out ac¬ 
cording to para 5(iii). 

(vi) The quantitative limit ol small orders men¬ 

tioned in this para shall not apply to slow 
moving items, declared as such by the Textile 
Commissioner in terms oi para 9. 

7. Manufacturer[Exportcr’s System 

In this system quantities to the extent of 10 per 
cent of the annual level will be allotted to Manufact¬ 
urer] Exporters. The Textile Commissioner will decide 
on the eligibility for allotments under this system for 
which ho will issue detailed instructions. 

For Corporations u'nder the contiol of the Ccntral| 
StatejUnion Territory Governments and Apex Coope¬ 
rative Handloom Marketing Societies at the Central] 
State levels, there will be a special allocation not ex¬ 
ceeding 5 per cent of the annual level. The alloca¬ 
tion will, however, be made only for direct exports by 
these Corporations|Apex Societies. The Corporati- 
ons|Apex Societies will also be eligible for allotment 
of quantities under other systems of allotment subject 
to fulfillment of conditions laid down in the policy. 

8 . CentralJState Corporations Systems. 

The Textile Commissioner will determine the entitle¬ 
ment of the Corporations]Apex societies. 

9. Slow-moving Items 

For identification of slow moving items, perform¬ 
ance during the first four months of 1982 and per¬ 
formance during 1981 wifi be taken into account. An 
item could be a termed slow-moving if during the 
period under reference its exports have not exceeded 
60 per cent of the level earmarked for the first period 
of 1982 or during the entire year 1981. Government, 
however, reserves the right fo change the criteria 
during the course of the year if warranted by the 
demand trend and pace of utilisation of annual levels. 

1 Oy?"Minimum Export (Floor) Prices. 

There shall be only one floor-price for each category 
of garments, No separate floor-price will be prescribed 
for children’s garments. The Textile Commissioner 
will prescribe the floor-prices. In determining them, 
he will take into account all relevant factors, including 
the fact whether a particular garment item has been 
identified as a slow-moving one or not. 

11, Letter of Credit. 

The allocation for all garments and knitwears will 
be made on L|C terms. L|Cs should be operative, 
val'd and irrevocable. In the case of FCFS Small 
Orders and CentrafiState Coiporations systems. L Cs 
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should be submitted alongwith the application. In 
the case of past performance and manufacturer|ex- 
porters Systems, L|Cs should be produced at the time 
of obtaining endorsements. 

12. Exports will be allowed from any port in India. 

13. Government reserves the right to make amend¬ 
ment to any of the foregoing provisions w ithout giving 
prior notice.
